AVERAGE ANNUAL PAY BY 
STATE AND INDUSTRY, 1987 


WASHINGTON -- The average annual pay of workers covered by State and 
Federal Unemployment Insurance (UI) programs was $20;855 in 1987, a 4.5 
percent increase over 1986, according to preliminary data released by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. Department of Labor. 


Annual pay data are compiled from reports submitted by employers under 
UI programs for 101 million full- and part-time workers. Average annual 
pay is computed by dividing total annual payrolls of employees covered by 
UI programs by average monthly employment for these employees. 
The attached tables contain data for the nation, each of 
the 50 states, and the District of Columbia. 


State 


After a number of years of maintaining the highest average annual pay 
in the nation, Alaska was surpassed by the District of Columbia in 1987. 
(See table 2.) The District of Columbia led the nation with average annual 
pay of $28,477; Alaska was second with $28,008, followed by New York 
($24,634), Connecticut ($24,322), and New Jersey ($23,842). As in the 
previous year, South Dakota had the lowest annual pay ($14,963), followed 
by Mississippi ($15,938) and North Dakota ($16,157). 


The shift in the two top positions resulted from a combination of an 
increase in the District of Columbia’s average annual pay and a decline in 
Alaska“s average annual pay. The increase in the District of Columbia“s 
annual pay was due to marked gains in the private sector (6.4 percent), 
primarily fueled by a 6.6 percent increase in the services industry, the 
largest of the eight private sector industry divisions. Increases in 
finance, insurance, and real estate (8.0 percent); transportation, 
communications, and public utilities (7.8 percent); and construction (6.3 
percent) also contributed to the growth in private sector pay for the 
District of Columbia. In contrast, annual pay increased the least in 
wholesale trade (2.9 percent) ‘and in government (3.6 percent). 


Alaska”s average annual pay dropped from $28,442 to $28,008. In fact, 
Alaska“s annual pay has declined each year since 1984 when average annual © 
pay reached its high mark ($28,806). From 1986 to 1987, private sector pay 
in Alaska decreased 2.8 percent, while government pay increased 0.6 
percent. Decreases were experienced in services (-3.8 
percent); retail trade (-3.3 percent); wholesale trade (-2.9 percent); 
mining (-2.7 percent); transportation, communications, and public utilities 
(-2.6 percent); and construction (-2.0 percent). 
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As in the previous 2 years, the highest percentage increases in 
average annual pay for 1987 were in the Northeast. ._ Connecticut led the 
nation with an increase of 8.0 percent, followed by Massachusetts (7.5 
percent), Maine (6.9 percent), and New Jersey (6.9 percent). Oklahoma 
posted the smallest increase in annual pay (1.5 percent). Alaska and 
Wyoming were the only states to experience a decrease in average annual 
pay, -1.5 and -0.8 percent, respectively. The decrease in Wyoming led to a 
drop from 20th to 30th in the state“s pay ranking from the prior year. 


Industry 


Average annual pay for the nation varied widely by industry. The 
mining industry, which includes oil and gas extraction, had the highest 
annual pay ($32,950). The lowest annual pay ($11,513) was in the retail 
trade industry which employs a large percentage of part-time workers. 


The finance, insurance, and real estate industry and the services 
industry had the largest increases in average annual pay of 7.2 percent 
each from 1986 to 1987. The wholesale trade industry had 
the next largest increase (4.9 percent). The lowest annual pay change was 
in the mining industry, which experienced a 1.2 percent increase.

PROPORTION OF YOUTHS WITH JOBS 
REACHES NEW HIGH THIS SUMMER 


WASHINGTON--About half of American black youths were 
employed this summer, about the same as last year, according to 
the U.S. Labor Department's Bureau of Labor Statistics. Almost 
three-fourths of white youths were employed. 


As in past years, the vast majority of youths worked in 
nonagricultural wage and salary jobs in the private sector. 
Black youths continued to be about twice as likely as whites to 
work in government jobs. Their proportion in these jobs, 
however--12.6 percent this summer--has dropped four full 
percentage points from the high reached two summers ago. 


The unemployment rate for black youths was unchanged over 
the year at 25.3 percent, almost three times higher than that for 
whites. The unemployment rates for white youths was 8.9 percent 
in July, down from 9.7 percent a year earlier. 


The proportion of youths with jobs reached a record high of 
68.5 percent in July. The July unemployment rate for youths-- 
10.9 percent--was down from 11.7 percent a year earlier and was 
at its lowest level for July since 1969. All of the over-the- 
year improvement in joblessness occurred among white youths. 


Labor Force 


Each summer, the 16-to-24 year-old labor force expands sharply, as 
large numbers of youths enter the labor market in search of summer jobs and 
as high school and college graduates, many of whom did not participate in 
the labor force during the school year, take or look for permanent jobs. 
This year—between April and July—the youth labor force increased by 3.7 
million, a slightly larger seasonal expansion than those of recent years. 
(See table 1.) (None of the data presented in this release are adjusted for 
seasonality.) 


The proportion of youths working or looking for work was at a record 
high for July of 76.9 percent, 0.6 percentage point above the year-earlier 
figure. Nevertheless, because of the continuing decline in the size of the 
youth population, the actual number of youths in the labor force-——-25.3 
million--was 270,000 lower than last year. 
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Relative to July of 1987, the labor force participation rate was 
substantially higher for young men but about the same for young women. The 
participation rate for white youths, after hovering around 78.6 percent tn 
the past 4 years, rose to a record 79.4 percent this summer. In marked 
contrast, the labor force participation rate for black youths, which had 
dropped by more than 2 percentage points between 1986 and 1987, held steady 
at 65.7 percent this July. (See table 2.) 


Employment 


Between April and July 1988, the number of employed youths rose 3.3 
million to 22.6 million, the same level as in July 1987. (See table 1.) 
This was 2.5 million below the all-time high reached in July 1979, when the 
youth population was much larger. 


Unemployment 


The number of unemployed 16-to-24 year olds in July 1988 was 2.8 
million, about 250,000 less than last year. The youth unemployment rate 
was down from 11.7 percent in July 1987 to 10.9 percent, its lowest point 
for any July since 1969. Their unemployment rate has declined over each of 
the last 3 summers and was more than 6 percentage points below the 1982 


July high of 17.3 percent. (See table 2.)

Workers with more education earn higher salaries, according 
to the U.S. Labor Department's Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
average annual earnings in 1986 was $33,443 for those with four 
or more years of college. Average earnings for those with one to 
three years of college was $23,154; with four years of high 
school, $19,844; with less than four years of high school, 
$16,605. ~ 


Workers with more education are less likely to be 
unemployed, according to the U.S. Labor Department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. The unemployment rate in 1986 for workers with 
four or more years of college was 2.3 percent; for those with 
one to three years of college it was 4.5 percent. Workers with 
four years of high school had an unemployment rate of 6.9 
percent, while for those with less than four years of high school 
the rate was 11.6 percent.
